Most  Armstrong  Roses  are  budded  on  Ragged  Robbin 
(Gloire  des  Rosomanes).  This  makes  a  splendid  fibrous 
root  system  in  our  soil  and  grows  extremely  well  all  over 
the  United  States.  Our  roses  may  be  shipped  from  Decem¬ 
ber  1st  to  April  15th.
